Bur on the contrary, I fhall at any time 
make it appear, thatthis Encreafe of Peo- 
ple hall raife the Wages, becaufe it thall 
encreafe, the Labour of the Poor—— Ido 
confefs, I am not of the Opinion of fome, 
who, to encreafe the Export of our Manu- 
fatures, would reduce their Value, and 
confequently the Labour of the Manufaéu- 
rer, from the general receiv’d Maxim, that 
Cheapnefs caufes Confumption————~ And 
I doubt not in the Procefs af this Debate to 
prove, that keeping up the Goodnels, that 
is the true Mi rit of our Manufa@ure, is the 
true Way to'¢acreafe its Copfumption—— 
And I muft lay down a Maxim or two in 
our Manufaéture in generat, that perhaps 
every one will not grant, but which [have 
a full Satisfaétion of che Truth of __. Viz. 
That is 6 already fold cheaper, than any Na- 
sion in.the World can make it. 

Wf-ic be faid, thac the Dureb and the 
French underfell us in Spain, aly, Turky, 
Sc. Lanfwer, it sa vulgar Error, all Price 
of Goods is dear or cheap in Proportion to 
Goodne{sex——= And all Labour or Wages 
for Labour is dear or cheap in Proportion 
to the Rate of Provifionsre_-— 

The Dutch and French (el a Manufaure 
cheaper than we, and ‘a Manufadfure that 
mimicks or imitates ours——But neither 
the Dutch or French can make any Part of 
the Woollen’ Mahufafore:equal in Good- 
nefs.to ours, ‘lower'in Price’ than we——= 
But. this is by che: way 4.1 fhall be more at 
Jarge in’this Article hereafter:

But rather the contrary. 

To make this clear——Pray, look iato any 
‘ofyour Neighbouring Countries, nay, look 
ints fome Parts of our own, and tell me, 
if this is not a general Maxim all over'the 
World, that where there are the feweft 
People, there the Labour of the Poor is 
cheapeft, and the Wages loweft ransom 
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as oe ieee e ake vam — a 
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only for evident Reafons which make the Dif- 
ference, particularly the Dependance on Bur 
rope, by whofe Commerce the Produce of sheir 
Country ss taken off.. But elfe look round — 


you, and you will find, thar Want of Num- 
bers of People has always made a- Want of 
Werk for the People, and confequently 
Want of Price—— For as Numbers of Peo- 
ple decreafe, Trade.and-Employment will 
more ¢@creafe. 

By the fame Rule, as your Numbers en- 
creafe, Trade and Employment muft ene 
creafe And every Number that you 
add—adds ftill fome Labour .to be done, 
more than thac Number can do—Upon this 
depends the whole Argument, aod [ think, 
it is eafie to make it out —— Jf a Million of 
People were to plant here—They would 
make more Labour than they could. per- 


form ; this Overplus of Labour then muft 


fall upon thofe that were here before 
And this is the Reafoa, that in this. very 
Nation as our People encreas’d, our Wages, 
Provilions and‘Land have rifea in Value— 


Look back to'the Days of Edward IIf. in 


England, you will find us then-a flourifhing, 
vitorious Nation—Yet a fat’ Sheep was 
fold at 35. 4d. a-fat Ox at20to 305. a 
Lainb for 64: and thelike. And how was 
Labour ? The Wages of the Poor were to 
forne 1 d. aDay ; to many, lefs; to fome 
few 2 dy to Artificers 3 d. or 4 d. per diem, 
which was great Pay. 
How has this encreas’d, but juft as your 
People have encreas’d ? Wich. them bas 
come Trade, Trade brought Wealtk, Peo- 
ple improv’d Land, and encreas’d Manu- 
fa€tures; this brought home Money, Mo- 
ney better’d their Way of Living, en- 
creas'd Work, Work encreas’d - Wages, 
‘Wages rais’d. Provifions, Provifions en- 
creas’d the Rent of Land— And thus you 
grew rich, juft as you grew populous— 
And thus you may go on to be more popu- 
lous and more-rich, if you pleafe.. 
I grant again, there are Ways to plant 
People fo among us, gs to.make them for 
the prefent burthenfome to us, and de- 
ftruive to our Manufactures ~ 
For Example, fhould you take thefe ten 
Thoufand

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force them to get their Bread by Spinning, 
winding. Se. the common Works of the 
Manufa&turers—— The poor People would 
ftarve themfelves, and the Poor they came 
among immediately, becaufe . wanting 
Bread, they would be oblig’d to work for 
little or nothing, But as thereare in 
all Cafes, Ways to turn our ‘Bleffings into 
Curfes, fo this does not.at all-argue, but 
that they may at the fame time be fo or- 
der’d, as to be made an Advantage to us; 
and that is what I argue for in placing them 
upon our ubimprov'd Lands. 

There, every ten Thoufand, that fhaltbe 
planted in England, will add to our’ Pros 
duce, and encreafe the Labour of the 
whole Body, and confequently enrich us. 

But now I am talking of our Poor, and 
indeed we ace fill’d with the Clamours of 
our People about our Poor— With the leaft 
Reafon, and the leaft Proje of Re@tifica- 
tion, chat ever was {etn in any like Cafeja, 
the World 1 might fay—It is our 
rich Poor, not our needy Poor, that are the 
clamorows.and uneafie People of this Na- 
tion—And thefe want fuodry Regulations, 
which I cannot fpeak to now- 
However, being thus entred upon the-Sub- 
je@ of our Enereafe ot People, and impro- 
ving-our Lands, I fhall lay dowo a few 
Heads, in which, I fuppofe, , the. general 
Management of our People in_ Britain is 
defe@ive, and which, if they. fuffer’d a due 
Regolation, would open your Eyes to the 
feveral Advantages of Commerce, and to 
the true Methods of planting and managing 
not the People you have only, but all thofe 
that fhall feek Settlements and’ Refuge 
among you. 

I fhall only lay you down Generals at 
prefent, and {peak to-them apart, as Oc- 
cafion nrefents.. 


Firft, The feveral Impofitions. and Ba- 
croachments we make upon the induftrious 
Poor in the ordinary Methods of Trade, 
whetker by Corporation-Tyranny, as I call 
it, which confines Men to labour in fuch of

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—- Thoufand Pelatines, be they. more or lefs, 

and place them at Colchefter, ot-at Mxeser, 
orto come nearer in Spittlefields, and there 
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fuch Places qnly— A Thing which requires 


a tong Series of Regulation in Britaiz ; or 
by the Oppreffions of Wfury, Tally mens 
Pawa-brokers, &c. a Sort of People, who, 
as fome fay, aod I am apt to betieve 
in this very City only, gain rococo le 
yearly, out of the Labour and Induftry of 
the Poor, by horrid Extortions and. Barba- 
rifms, which I am — loth torake intd-= 
Such as ¢xtravagane Interefts, Advance- 
Money, Ge, upon Pawns and Pledges. 
Inchudiog a little, ar ‘rather not a little, 
caidas ea or Lombard-ftrees Extore 
tion ; 
Money for Cuftoms, &c. 

We have béen told of charjtable’Endéa- 
vours to fettle Punds for the eafing the 
Poor in fuch: Cafes as thefe, and delivering 


them. from the Neceffity of fubmitting to 


fuch Extravagancies—. If {uch Endeavours 
are built upon a right Foot, they defere, 
and cannot mifs of Bocouragement,- if we 
have really any Difpofition to render Trade 
flourifhing, and make’ the -poorer Sort .of 
our.trading laboutiog People eafie. 

Secondly, The incrediblé Swarm of the 
begging Poor in South. Britain, efpecially 
where there is fo plentiful Provifion made 
for truly neceffitous, and fuch ftri@, tbo 
ill executed, Laws to punith the vagabond 
mendicant Poor-——And here-I‘cannot:but 
put in a Word, in Behalf of our North. 
Britifh Poor, for whom no Parochial Provi- 
fion is made, and to note, that, after all we 
can fay of the Poverty of Scotland, were 
the Laws for Maintenance of the Poor'the 
fame in Scotlend, as they are heré, or fome- 
thing like it, there would be fewer Beg. 
gars there.than in arty Part of England——. 
But to bave People beg in. England, where 
Wages for Work is fo dear, Provifions fo- 
plentiful, eftablith’d Allowance ‘to the re- 
ally Indigent fo confiderable, is a Shame to. 
our. Government, and declare, we have 
the beft Laws, the worft executed of any. 
Nation in the World. 

. Thirdly, The Deficiency ip fpreading our. 
Manufadtures in the moft- proper Places 
of Britain, by which Means the great Cir- 
culation of Trade, which is the, Health of 
our Commerce, is obftru@ed, and the Peo-

the People of ScotJand—Who are and ought 
now to be eftcem’d a Part of ‘your felves, 
and who, by an Encreafe of Commerce, 
would grow rich in Produce——— The 
Rates of Labour encreafe, for Want’ of 
which their People fly from home—Their 
‘Lands wonld be improv’d, the Rents and 
‘Walue rife, the Price of Provifions advance, 
and that Nation foon be madeas populous, 
and confequently as rich as your felves.
